A lot of excitement is going on in 
the field of Scientology Dissemination 
these days. Sioux Bushman, Class VI, 
ASHO Graduate of the Saint Hill 
Special Briefing Course, is revitalizing 
Field Staff Members and helping to 
make them vital to the field and 
financially successful.
